s ajeſty is moſt conſtdent . (und in that muſt appeale to thoſe were then 
ꝛcſent) that what ever the fubſtanct of that Petition was, it was not tonken 
ted to ba any tonſiderable number ot Gentry o2 Freholvers of this County ; 
by a few, me ine. inconſiderable perſons, and diſliked, and viſibly diſcountenan 
ced by the great Body ofthe knowne Gentry Clergy, and Anhabitants ot this 
whole. County : And if the matter of that Perttion was ſich as is ſug d in 
this, His Majeſty hath great realon to beleeve it was framed and contrived as 
many others of ſuch nature have beene) in London, not in Yorkſhire : #02 ſure 
no Gentleman of quality and underſtanding of this County would talke of His 
great pzeparations:of Armes, and other Wartike Pꝛoviſions, to the great ter⸗ 
roar and amazement ot His peaceable Subfects:; when they are witneſſes of the 
violent taking His Arms from Him, and ſtopping all waves fo: bzinging moꝛe 
to Him; And if there were no greater terroꝛ and amazement of His Pajeſtics 
peaceable Subjeas in other places by ſuch P2eparations and pꝛoviſtons, there 
would be no moꝛe cauſe to conplaine of a great decay of Trade and Commerce 
there, then is in this plate: But his Majeſty hath ſo great an aſfurance at the 
Fidelity and generall affections of his god Snbjects of this County. which He 
haves will pꝛove exemplar over His whole Kingdome/that He hath great cauſe 
to belceve ; That they doc rather complaine of his Majoſties Confidence . and 
of his lowvneſſe that whilſt there is ſuch endeavour abꝛoad to raiſe Hoꝛſe, and to 
pꝛovide Armes againſt his Majeſty, and that endcavour put in execution, His 
Majeſty truſts ſo much to th Juſtice ot his cauſe, and the affections of his peo 
ple, and negleds to pꝛovide ſtrength to afliſt that Juſkice, and to pꝛotea thoſe 
Aſfedions.

Bngland, whom nothing but the love ot Religion, the care of the Lawes and 1t- 
berties ot the Kingdome, beſides their affection to his perſon, could engage into 
great journeys» trouble and expence, men of as pꝛectous Reputation, and as ex⸗ 
emplary lives, as this Nation hath any, whoſe aſſiſtance his Majeſty knowes 
he muſt not crpect if he ſhould have the.leaſt Deſigne againſt honour and Ju⸗ 


-{ffice: and ſuch witneſſes his majefty deſires to have all his actions, 


Foz the declining other Counſells and the Aniting his confidence to his 
Parliament, his majeſty deſires both his -Hovuſes of parliament ſerionfiy and 
ſadly to conſiver,that it is not the name of a great oꝛ little Councel that makes 
the Reſalts of that Coinſell. juſt oꝛ uniuſt: neither can the imputation upon 
his majeſty of not being adviſed by his Parliament ( eſpecially ſincs all their 
actions and all their Oꝛders are crpoſed to the publike view) long miſlead his 
god Subjects except in truth they ſe fome particular ſound advice neceſſary te 
the peace and hapinoſſe of the Common-wealth dil-eſteemed by his Mazelty,and 
ſuch an influence he is moſt aſſured neither can noꝛ ſhall-be given and that ch 
will thinke it merit in his Pajeſty from the Common-wealth to rejcy arch e 
Counſell as would perſwade him to make himlſelie none of tho th Eſtates 
by giving up his negative voyce to allow them a power ſapcri7, ta that which 


the Law hath given him, whenſoever it pleatcth the maſoꝛ ane preent of oth 


Houles-to.ſay that he doth not diſcharge his truſt as he,qugytiano to ſub je his 
and his Subjects unqueſtwnable Right and P2dp2{ety to their Aotes, without 
and againſt Law, upon the meer pꝛetence of neceditn. And his Majeſty mitte 
appcale fo all the Wozld , who it is that endeavours to divide the joynt duty ot 
his Subjects, his Pajeſty who requircs noching but what their owne d:1ty;oni- 
ded by the infallible Rule of the Law, leads them to doe, oz they who by Os 
ders and Uotes: (oppoſite and contradidoꝛp to Law, .Cuffome , P:eſident and 


tcalon ) ſo confound the affections; and underſtandings of his god Subicas, that 


they know not hovz to bchave them{tives wiih honeGy and ſafety, whilſt their 
Conlciencs will not ſuffer them to ſubmit to the onc, noꝛ their ſecmity to ap ly 


themſelves to the other. It is not the bare faving that his majcttics actions are 


againſt the Law (with which he is repꝛoached in this Petition, as if he depar - 
ted from his often Pꝛoteſtations to that purpoſe) muſt conclude him, there be 
ing no one ſuch particular in that petition alleadged, of which his majeſty is in 


the leaſt dogree guilty : whether the ſame Revezence and eſtæme be paid by yon 


to the Law (except you? owne Uotes be judge  ne&ds no other Svidence, then 
thoſe many, ve2y many Orders publiſhcd in pꝛint, both concerning the Church 
and State, thoſe long impꝛiſonment of ſeverall perſons without hearing the v. 
upon gencrall infoꝛ mation, and the great and unlimited Fees ta pour Office . 
wo?le then the Impꝛiſonment, and the Arbitrary conſure upon them v-hen they 
ate admitted to be heard: Let the Law be judge by whonn it is violates, |

Majeſty well knows to be a new Calumny, by which the Gzand C N 
ruine f02 the State hope to ſedute the minds of the people from their affaction to, 
oꝛ into zealouſte of his Majeſty.as if he meant this way to bzingthisParitament 
(which may be the cale of all Parliameats)to nothing ; it is nat potible to is 
Majeſty moꝛe to ere2efle his affection to. and his Reſolution foz the Fꝛœ om, ti- 
berty · and frequency of Partiamentsthen he hath done; And whoſoover conſiders 
how viſible it muſt be to his Pajeſty, that it is impoſlible ta hum to ſubſtſt mit 
out the affections of his people. and that thole affections cannot poſſibly be pzefer- 
ved oꝛ made uſe of but by Parliaments, cannot give the leaſt credit. oꝛ have the 
leaſt ſuſpition, that his Majeſty would chuſe any other way to the happinsſſe he 
deſires fo2 himſelf and his poſterity. ut by Parliaments: But foꝛ his calling the 
Loꝛds hither , oꝛ any others abſent ug themfel ves, who have not bin called, 'who 
ever confiders the tumults. which no votes oꝛ Declaration can make to be no tu · 
mults . by which Bis Pa jeſty was dꝛiven away , and many Members of either 
Moule in danger of their lives, the demanding the names of thoſe Loꝛds who 
would not conſent to their Pꝛopoſit ions by eſſage from the hoaſe of Commons 
delivered at the bar by M. Hollis. with that moſt tumultusus petition in the name 
of many thouſands,among many other of the ſame kind, directed to the Houſe ort 
Commons, and ſent up by them to the {Houſe of Loꝛds, taking notice of the pꝛe⸗ 
valence of a malignant faction, which made ab0:tive all their god motions,which 
tendcd to the peace and tranquility bf the Kingdom. deſiring that thoſe noblewoz: 
thics of the houſe of Peers; who concurred with them in their happy Uotes, 
might be carneſtly deſired to toyn With that honouꝛable houſe, and to ſit and vote 
as one entire body. pꝛoteſſing that ſome kpcenp remedy were taken f22 the removal 
of all ſuch obſt2uctions as hindꝛed the havp! vꝛogꝛeſle of their great endeavouꝛ a. 
their Petitioners Gould not reſt in quietneſſe, but Could bes enfo2ced to lay hold 
on the next remedy which was at hand to cemo4e the diſfurbers of their Peace, 
and want and neceſſity breaking the bounds of modeſty,not to leave any meanes 
unaſſayed foz their relief.adding that the cr of the poꝛ and needy was. Chat ſuch 
perſons who were the Obſtacles of their peace, and hinderers of the happy P20» 
cedings of Parliament might be fo2thwith publicly declazed, whoſe removall 
they conceived would put a period to theſe diſtractions : upon which a great num⸗ 
ber of Loꝛds departing . the Aote in oꝛder to the D2dinance concerning the Mili- 
tiawas immediatly paſt. though it had bin twice befoze pat to che queſtion.and re 
jected by the Aotes ol much the ma oꝛ part of that houſe. And wholoe ver conſi⸗ 
ders the ſtrange Oꝛders, Utes, and Declarations, which have ſince paſſod, to 
which whoſorver would not conſent, that is, with Freedom and liberty of lan⸗ 
guage, and reaſon p2ofeſſe againſt, was in danger ol Cenſure and Impꝛiſonment. 
will not blame our tare in ſending fo2 them, oꝛ theirs in comming. , oꝛ abſenting 
themſelves from being involved in ſuch concluſtons. Neither will it be any obje⸗ 
ction, that they ſtayed there long atter any tumults were, and ther foꝛe that the tu⸗ 
mul ts dꝛave them not away; If everp day pꝛoduted Oꝛzders and Reſolutions as 
illegall as. and indeed but the effcas of the tumults , there was no cauſe to doubt 
the ſame power would be ready to pzevent any Oppoſit ton to thoſe Oꝛders after 
they were made · which had made way and pꝛeparation foꝛ the Pꝛopaſttions ot 


them, and ſo wholcever conceived hunlelt in danger of future Tumults, againſt

Which there is not the leaſt y20vifion;was dʒiven away by thoſe which were paſt 
Aud his Mat eſty hath moe renſun tu wonder at thofe who ſtay behind, after all 
big Lagalt Pawer is Acted rim him and all the people told. That he might be 
with moveſto and duty enough depoſed. then any man hath at thoſe who have bin 
willing to withdzaw thenſel ves from the placs where ſuch deſperate and dange 
rous poſitions are avowed: whith his Pajeſty doth not mention with the leaſt 
thought of leſtening the power oz validity of an Act, to which he hath given his 
Aſtent this Parliament: All and every of which he all as inviolably obler ve · s 
he looks to have his own Rights pꝛeſet ved. but to ſhow by what means ſo many 
frange Oꝛders have of late bin made: And to ſhew how earneſtly his Majeſty 
deſires to be pꝛeſent at, and ti receiv2 advice from both houſes of parliament, a- 
gain whom it all be never in the power of a malignant party to incenſe His 
Majesty, his majeſtn ag an offers his conſent · that both hauſes may be adjozned 
to archer plage which m4 be thaaght convenient. where his majeſty will bee 
cabal © 20045 not but the members of either Hauſe will make a full appea* 

ante; rein the Zatermiſſon which mult attend ſuch an Adjoarnment may 
not bz tis leit meaus of recover ing that temper . which is necefſary lo ſuch De⸗ 
bates. | 

And this his Majeſiy conceives to be ſo very neceſlary, that if the minds and in 
elinitions cf cviry mcmber of either Houſe were equally compoled, the Licence is 
ſo great. that the mein pech e About London and the Subucbs have taken, that both 
for the Liberty and D'2nicy of Parliament that Convention for a time ſhould be in 
another place. And ſuie how much ſoever the ſafety and ſecurity of this Kingdome 
dęgends on ParLamerts,it will never be thought that thoſe Parliaments muſt of Ne- 
ces 'be at Weſtminſter. 

His Majeſties conſidenee is no leſſe then he hath expreſſed (and hath great cauſe 
to expreſſe)in che affections of this County, aa inſtance of which affections all men 
know his guard (which is not extraordinary) to be, and wonders that ſuch a legall 
Guard at fis own charge for dis perſon within a0. miles of a Rebellion, and of an 
Army in pay againſt him, ſhould be objected by thoſe, who for ſo many months, and 
in a place of known and confeſſed ſecurity have without and agunſt Law kept a 
Guard for themſelves at the charge of the Common-· wealth, and upon that ſtock of 
money which was given for the Relief of the miſerable and bleeding condition of 
Telaud, or the pryment of the great debt due to our Kingdom of Scotland. 

For the reſort of Papiſts to the Court, his Majeſties great care for the prevention 
therof is notoriouſly known, that when he was informed: or 3. of his intended 
Guard were of that Religion he gave eſpeciall direction, with expreſſions of His 
dſpleaſure that they ſhould be immediatly di ſchirged, and provided that no perſon 
fhould attend on fym.under that Relation, but ſuch as took the Obe of Alle geauce, 
add Supremuciq; tliar he commande the Sheriffe to procecd with all ſeverity accor- 
ding to the Law againſt all papiſts that ſhould come within five miles of the Court, 
and if notwirnftanding this, there be any papiſts neer the Court, ( hich his. Maj eſty 
aſſures you he knows not, nor hath heard but hy this Petition )He cloth hereby com- 
mand them to depart, and declares to all Officers and M inifters of Iuſlice that they 
ſhall proceed ſtrictly againſt them according to the Law, and as they will anſwer the 
contrary at their perils. | ö
